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NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The first meeting of the Jewish Historical Society of England was a 
social and a literary success, There can be no question as to the value of the 
three papers read on this occasion. Mr. Martin's address was of conspicuous 
significance. Mr. Lucien Wolf spoke boldly and convincingly as to the im- 
portance of the Anglo-Jewish records. Mr. Schechter’s paper was a specific 
contribution to the argument. The elegy which he described showed among 
other things how the Jews of England in the 12th century enjoyed a high 
continental reputation for scholarship. This is, indeed, a reversal of the old 
view, and Dr. Adler did well to emphasise it in his eulogy of Mr. Schechter’s 
paper. <A practical suggestion by the Rev. 8. Singer will, we hope, be 
carried into effect. Seeing that the Aznnah, by R. Menachem, has already 
found a place in French and German liturgies, it would be a fitting step to 
recite it in our English synagogues on the 9th of Ab. We have no desire to 
gloat over massacres or to sing dirges calling for the divine vengeance. But 
the Kinnoth as a whole are of this character, and as we include so many, we 
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grievance among the Portuguese community.

_ Mr. C. Trice Martin’s paper on the Domus Conversoram dealt with a 
subject of which we have a great deal yet to learn, and which is probably 
destined to contribute its quota of surprises to the history of our community 
in this country, This is not the first time that the career of this interesting 
institution has been investigated. As the President reminded the meeting. 
an admirable series of articles dealing with the old House of Converts was 
contributed to the Jewish Chronicle by Mr. Sydney L. Lee, between January 
and June, 1883. The Institution, doubtless, played an important part in. 
assisting foreign yews to evade the decree of outlawry, inasmuch as it 
enabled them, when they were detected, to claim its protection as converts, 
That a good many of them were only birds of passage is shown by the lists 
which exist of converts whose deaths had not been reported, and who had yet 


ceased to claim their allowances, The lists drawn up shortly after the expul- 


sion show an extraordinary preponderance of female conyerts. It is not un- 
reasonable to suppose that these were cases of wife desertion similar to those 
which nowadays come under the notice of the Board of Guardians, the 
women simulating Christianity and claiming the protection of the Domus 
Conversorum, while their husbands were prepraing homes for them abroad, 
In other words, the Domus was a centre of English Marranism. | 


A suggestion has been made by Mr. Lucien Wolf which will, we are 
confident, be received with general approval. February the fourth is the 
date on which Cromwell communicated to Caravajal the pleasing news that 
Jews might re-settle in England. Mr, Wolf, with admirable appropriateness, 
suggests that a special function of the Historical, Society shall be held on 
that day, and we have no doubt that the Counet! of the Society will arrange 
an adequate programme, A pleasing feature of Saturday's meeting was the 
presence of a large number of ladies. Mr. Schechter incidentally remarked 
on the noble part played by women in the bitter trials to which medieval 
Jewish congregations were subjected. Henee, it 1s a most happy cireum- 
stance that so many ladies have become members of the Historical, Society, 
which will often have to record the herote firmness of many a Jewish wife 
and mother, It may bo hoped that many other ladies will add their names 
to the list of members. Women, even in the present age, tind little scope — 
for their activity in the service of the Synagogue, The next best avenne for 
their sympathetic co-operation is the pursuit of Jewish history.

It was the distinction of Mr. Frederie TH. Cowen to be one ef the 
first musicians of British nationality to shatter the presumption which used 
to reign in Germany that there was no serious orchestral music in England, 
and that nothing of the kind worth studying could come from this country. 
Since his classical ** Seandinavian ” Symphony has gone the round of the 
orchestras of the I’atherland, these doubts are no longer heard. So, too 
last Sunday, in Milan, the metropolis of Italian opera, Mr. Cowen 
worthily upheld the reputation’ of [ngland as a land where dramatic 
muse is not invoked in vain. After a singular series of unfortunate, 
accidents—the collapse of Mr. D'Oyly Carte’s venture at the English 
Opera House, for which “Signa,” as Mr. Cowen’s opera is named, was 
specially composed —the wretched conventionalities of production to’ which: 
Mr. Cowen’s self-respect did not permit him to submit himself at Genoa— 
the delays which have again and again occurred at Milan—Mr. Cowen 
can look forward to a success comparable with those of Mascagni and Leon- 
cavallo, who first came to-the front under the same management as that which 
has produced “Signa.” Of course Mr. Cowen’s reputation in other 
Lranches of the composer's art is an additional advantage in which these 
younger men were lacking. - In the new work, as in Mr. Cowen’s dramatic 
oratorio ‘* Ruth,” the greatest success is reached in the composers represen- 
tation of popular merriment, testifying to his keen sympathy with the more 
hopeful tone which underlies even the profoundest tragedy. This is only 


what might be expected from the son of a race which was able to smile 


through its tears in the agony of the Middle Ages. na similar level ts the. 
psychological strength displayed by Mr, Cowen in the more exacting portions 
of his new, and highly successful, opera. 


At last the Sephardim are displaying unwonted signs of activity. The

Divine worship must be apparent from the faet that not only 


all the seats are taken in Bryanston Street, but a number considerably in 
excess of the accommodation are in demand. Much of the “demand” is, 
however, due to the peculiar arrangement by which every Yahid is entitled to 
have a seat allotted to him both in Bevis Marks and Bryanston Street. 
For a long time the members of the community limited themselves to mere 
remonstrances, now more active steps are being taken. An enterprising 
member of the Portuguese community, Mr. M. A. N. Lindo, has canvassed 
the inhabitants of the neighbourhood and called them to a meeting on Sunday 
in the studio of Mr. Isidore Donn, himself a Sephardi. Mr. Lindo presented a 
complete scheme for the creation of a temporary synagogue in Maida Hill in 
connection with the parent Synagogue in Bevis Marks. The project for the 
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erection of a temporary iron synagogue was cordially received. <A

DEATH OF BARON KONIGSWARTER. 


illness, Moritz, Baron Von Kénigswarter, head of the 


After a lon 


distinguished banking family of that name, died on Tuesday last in his palace 


on the Kirntnerring, in Vienna, at the comparatively carly age of fifty-six. 


Last summer, while in the country, the Baron had a paralytic stroke, but so 


far recovered that he was enabled after a time to return to Vienna. Here, 
however, his state of health gradually grew worse, and during the last few 
weeks before his death he was eaatony conscious of his surroundings. i 
Moritz Kénigswarter was born in Vienna on July 16th, 1837, His fami y 
came originally from a village in North-Western Bohemia, whence, in the 
iniddle of the last century, one of its members emigrated to Bavaria. In 
the first decade of the present century the family branched out in several 
directions and founded banking houses, all more or less connected, in Frankfort, 
Vienna, Amsterdam, Hamburg, and Paris. The Vienna house was established 
as a branch of the Frankfort house. In 1829 Jonas Konigswarter, eldest: son 
of the Frankfort line, married Josephine, the eldest daughter of the Vienna 
house, already known as “ Moritz Koénigswarter in Wien.” On the death of 
his uncle and father-in-law without male issue Jonas undertook the 
direction of the Vienna firm. He was a financier of ven § and 
ability, and he rapidly raised his firm to the first rank among continental bank- 
ing houses. In 1839 he was appointed Governor of the National Bank, and he 
was one of the moving spirits in the Western Railway of Bohemia, the Austrian 
Kredit Anstalt, the Kaiser Ferdinand Northern Railway, and the Stock Exchange 
Committee. His piety and his generosity were not less esteemed than his 
financial genius, and for many years he served the post of President of the 
Vienna Jewish Community. The Emperor Francis Joseph showered honours 
and décorations upon him, and a year before his death he was created a Baron. 
He left only one son, Baron Moritz, whose death we are now recording. At the 
time of his father’s death Moritz Konigswarter was already an active partner in 
the bank, which he had entered in 1860. He inherited the instinct for financial 
combinations which had distinguished his ancestors. During the great crisis of 
1873 he rendered valuable services, which were acknowledged by the Emperor 
with the Cross of the Order of Francis Joseph. During the last twenty 
years he participated in all the great financial operations originated in 
Vienna besides assisting in the management of the many _ important 
institutions with which his firm was connected. Of the Northern 
and Western Railway Companies, und of the Kredit Anstalt, he was a 
Director, and he also acted as Consul-General for Denmark. In 1879 he 
was nominated a life mémber of the Austrian House of Peers, being the first Jew 
upon whom this honour has been conferred. He took an active part in the pro- 
ceedings of the House, and his speeches, especially on financial subjects, were 
highly thought of. The Peers appointed himto represent them on several impor- 
tant Commissions. In the General Elections of 1884, he was elected by the 
central division of Vienna a member of the Lower Austrian Diet. Baron Konigs- 
warter followed in the footsteps of his father in regard to the Jewish community 
of Vienna, munificently supporting its various institutions, and actively concern- 
ing himself in their management. Of late years it fell to him, on several 
occasions to defend the interests of his coreligionists in Parliament, a task from 
which he never shrunk. Some two years ago the Baron gave a supper to 
the Austrian Cabinet. The repast was served strictly kosher, out of regard 
for Rabbi Dr. Jellineck, who was also among the guests. In 1841, Baron 
Konigswarter married the Baroness Charlotte Von Wertheimstein, by whom he 
had three sons and one daughter. The Kénigswarter family has intermarried 
with several Anglo-Jewish families, among them the  Mertons and the 
Goldschmidts. One of his sons was married a short time ago to Miss Rosa 
Goldschmidt, daughter of Mr. M. A. Goldschmidt, of Mount Strect. The 
mother of the Dowager-Lady Jessel was a Kinigswarter.

A meeting of the Board for the Affairs of Shechita was held yesterday at 
the Vestry Room of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Bavis Marks, ‘M, 
SaMUEL Montaau, M.P., President, occupied the Chair. 

A report was read from the Investigating Officer (Mr. M. Van Thal) 
describing the trial at Deptford, on the 2nd inst, of an indiarubber pavement on 
which bullocks could be cast, and an apparatus received from Germany to 
support the animal’s head. The general opinion of those who witnessed the 
trial was favourable to the use of the indiarubber pavement. The headgear jg 
used at Deptford, and is generally approved by all slaughtermen. 

The PRESIDENT said that he had witnessed the experiment with the 


-indiarubber pavement and noticed that the bullock came down gently upon 


it, whilst a smaller ox cast in the ordinary way fell with a resounding thud, 
He wished to point out that a resolution to try the indiarubber pavement 
was arrived at in July last, before the agitation about cruelty to animals arose 
it was clear, therefore, that the Board had not been prompted by outside 
ressure. 
. Mr. E. Bera expressed the belief, based on experience, that the indiarubber 
would in time become as hard as stone. He advised, therefore, that the Board 
should test the pavement laid down at Deptford before deciding to introduce it 
in the slaughter-houses generally. 

The CHIEF Rapst concurred in this view, but as to the apparatus for the 
head he pronounced it beyond all doubt to be excellent. Dr. Adler read an 
extract from a letter of Mr. Philcox, of Deptford, admitting that he could 
think of no better mode of “ casting ‘’ than the one in use. 

It was resolved to defer the extension of the indiarubber pavement for a 
few months, and to hee thirty of the wt for the head. 

A letter was read from Mr. J. Nathan, thanking the Board for the adop- 
tion of a leather seal as a substitute for one of lead and tin. 

The Board elected three permanent Shochetim, and resolved that in future 
licenses be granted only half-yearly. 

Mr. M. CasTELLo said that the entire community was under a deep debt of 
obligation to the Chief Rabbi for his recent paper at the Church House, and as 
the Board was the representative of the entire community in respect to 
the Shechita, it was the proper body to express its gratitude to Dr. Adler for his 
valuable services. 


Mr. E, A. FRANKLIN added a few words of grateful recognition to the 
Chief Rabbi. | | 

The CHIEF. Rapsi said that the gratitude of the community was really due 
to the Church of England Sanitary Association and its zealous Hon. Secretary, 
the Rev. F. Lawrence. He had received letters stating that since the publica-

SANITATION AS TAUGHT BY THE MOSAIO LAW. 


The British Medical Journal makes the following comments on the paper | 
read by the Chief Rabbi before the Church of England Sanitary Association, 


-and published in full in our issue of the 3rd :— 


Dr. Adler, in a paper read before the Church of England Sanitary 
Association, on November lst, 1893, explained now various Jewish customs 
directly derived from.the Pentateuch exercise an important sanitary influence on 
the community ; and pointed out that prevention was substituted for the old 
curative system in dealing with disease. He applied the old principles adopted 
by the Jews in the treatment of leprosy to specific diseases such as variola, 
scarlet fever, and eyphas, and insisted that if they were as rigorously carried out, 
these diseases would either disappear or become very rare. In dealing with 
house sanitation, the Chief Rabbi recommended the destruction of rotten tene- 
ments as one means of preventing the spread of disease, a recommendation 
which is strongly supported by recent investigations with regard to tuberculous 


infection from the walls of rooms formerly inhabited by phthisical patients. Io 


view of the advances that have been made of !ate with regard to food sanitation, 
one of the most important parts of the paper was that which dealt with the 
dietary laws. It was observed that the animals pronounced unclean among 


quadrupeds were those particularly. liable to parasites, and among birds, the 


scavengers of garbage and carrion. The whole question of Shechita was dwelt on 
at considerable length, and the advantage of obtaining the flesh as free from — 
blood as possible was held to be a sanitary basis for the custom. The fact that 
micro-organisms of disease are often i ge in the blood, while the tissues ° 

the organs through which the infected blood circulates are free from them, Was, 
with reason, made a strong point in favour of the Jewish method of slaughter. 
We are, however, obliged to take exception to the suggestion that apart 
from disease possibly some of the qualities of the animal may be communicate! 
to us by means of its blood. Attention was called to the great care with whic 

the carcases of the animals are searched for signs of disease and the recomenda- 
tion that the same care should be taken in all slaughterhouses is one which we 
cannot too loeneny support, If, as is probable, the Jewish race owes its 1mmu- 
nity from the tuberculous diathesis of phthisis to this measure, this fact alone 1s 
an overwhelming argument in favour of the custom. Happily the results © 

recent researches have left little doubt in the minds of those most competent ~ 
judge that many diseases common to the lower animals and man are capable 0 

propagation by means of infected meat, and the importance of the careful inspe” 
tion of meat before itis allowed for human consumption is becoming more 4! 

more recognised. If Dr, Adler’s able and comprehensive paper succeeds o 
giving further impetus to this point in sanitation alone among the many ful 
the community at large will have every reason to he grate’

Quite apart from the question as to 
whether the Chief Rabbi possesses this power to interfere, or whether he would 
exercise it if he possessed it, nothing can be more lamentable than this last effort 
to prevent the building of this golden bridge. Fortunately for the Anglo-Jewish 
community, the Chief Rabbi is vastly more tolerant and reasonable than your 
correspondent, whose narrow views have for years occasioned nothing but 
astonishment, pity or amusement whenever they have been heard. Mr. Oppen- 
heim’s latest complaint is that Mr. Singer has accepted an invitation to preach 
at a synagogue where he says the Sabbath is desecrated by music, and he 
expects your readers to accept without further discussion, the bare statement 
that music desecrates the Sabbath. But there are, I believe, other ways of 
desecrating the Sabbath, and lf Iam Lot mistaken, Rabbinical authority that 
decided that playing music is a desecration, also decided that carrying 
umbrellas and sticks on the Sabbath is also a desecration, and the Sabbath is 
so desecrated at the synagogue which Mr. Onpenheim attends, But I do not 
wish to enter into a Rabbinical argument with your correspondent, my sole 
object is to protest against the intolerant and fanatical views to which he gives

CRUEL TREATMENT OF JEWS IN MOROCCO. 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 
| Mogapor, Ooroper 18ru, 1805. 

Being on a visit to this town, it has been my misfortune to have had 
brought under my notice atrocities and cruelties perpetrated in this age of civi- 
lization, to which our fathers, even in the darkest ages, were never subjected. 

In Morocco City, the Jews, young and old, rich and poor, are suttering 
harshly at the hands of an inhuman Governor, Hadj Mohammed Widah, and a still 
more inhuman Juige, Kaci Moustapha. Particulars have previously been sent 
to England of the revival of flogging, and steps were taken which put a stop to 
the practice, but only for a time. he syste:n has, however, been revived in 
all its barbarity, and it is practised by the Governor more cruelly than ever. 

It is impossible to describe the barbarous system, which is rendered all the 
more terrible by the readiness of the Moors to vent tleir hatred upon the Jews 
whenever an opportunity offers itself. Not content with injuring the bodies, 
the Governor and Judge now aim at the hearts and souls of the wretched Jews ; 


“not satiated by the death of several miserable beings, victims to flogging, every 


endeavour is being used to wreck the minds of the weaker among the Jews, and 
to attack the very roots of their faith. : 

Indirect victims to threats and persuasion, two Jews have become converts 
to Mahomedanism, both conversions being the source of further trouble and 
grief to the Jewish community of Morocco City.: The first convert, after abjuripg 
his faith, demanded his wife and children who had refused jto follow bis 
example. The Kadi then ordered tne woman to become a Mahomedan, and to 
avert this calamity she fled to another town with her children, The Elders of 
the community in Morocco City are now called upon to produce the woman with 
or without her consent, failing which they are threatened with flogging and 
imprisonment and the abuse of the sacred principles of our religion. This demand 
is made the excuse for all sorts of injustice and ill-treatment, and the whole com: 
munity are atthe mercy of the Governor. | 

The case of the second convert is even more cruel. The conversion took 
place the day after Kippur last, and on the selfsame day the Kadi sent his 
messenger and caused the convert’s wife to be dragged from her bed of accouche- 
ment with her twelve days’ old babe in her arms to the Moorish quarter, where 
she is detained. Ill-treated in every possible way, she is obliged to work on 
Saturdays and break all the laws of our faith. Notwithstanding all thus, she 
persists in her religion. The Kadi has again threatened the Elders of the com- 
munity, who are in despair, fearing every moment flogging and imprisonment. 
For them justice and mercy are things of the past. 

The latest atrocity, of which news has just been received, bears out MY 
statement. Some days ago a young Jew having bought some vegetables on 4 
plot of ground, went to collect them, when he found they had been stolen. On 
complaining to the Moors who were on the ground, he was, without any cause, 
roughly beaten almost to death. He was carried in an unconscious state to his 
home, where he succumbed on the following day, but not before his depositions 
had been taken by Moorish scribes that his death was caused by the injuries he 
had received. 

Knowing the impotence of the poorer classes, it is impossible to foresee the 
danger which threatens our faith. In their helplessness they are terror-stricken 
at the atrocities committed before their eyes. Frightened by threats, urged by 
persuasion, and victims to their poverty, it is to be feared that many will en 
de | to their tyrants and abandon their religion to ensure the safety of the 

odies, 

The principal Jews of Morocco City have applied to us for help, but we are 
powerless. The only course we can adopt is to apply to our influential brethren 
abroad, asking them to use their influence to succour tyrannised and 
Jews. Our petition is that the Governor and Kadi be removed, for if the ev! 18

This could only be done by individuals acting on individuals, 
and in this respect far more good would be done by visitors than by preaching 
and leaflets, which, to his mind, were absolutely useless, He was glad to state, 
on the authority of Mr. D.F. Schloss, that there had been a remarkable and 
progressive improvement in the homes of the poor since the soe 1856, when it 
was his (Mr. Joseph’s) privilege to suggest the formation of a Sanitary Com- 
mittee, So much was this the case, that Mr. Schloss suggested the possibility of 
doing altogether without a Sanitary Inspector, should the Committee lose the 
services of their present officer. As to the question under discussion, it was 
more than one could expect that people, whose most absorbing idea was how to 

et bread for their children, should give their first thought to soap and water, 

1e was, however, willing to accept the motion if it were varied by being referred 
to the different Visiting Committees of the Board and the Visiting Committae 
of Ministers. 

Mr. I. M. BorKbInpeER suggested that the Investigating Officers should be 
instructed to report on the cleanliness of the homes and persons of applicants, 

Ir. D. F. Scuvoss said the reference and the remedies proposed were far 
too wide for the Sanitaty Committee, By far the best remedy would be for the 
Clergy to\take up the matter. It was no use talking to the foreign poor about 
civilisation, if the Clergy would tell them it was un-Jewish to be dirty, the 
end aimed at would be attained. He would like to see the Clergy reinforced by 
men of the type of the Christian Missioners. |.

CRUEL TREATMENT OF JEWS IN MOROCCO. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 
| Moaavor, Ocroper 18rn, 1803. 

Being on a visit to this town, it has been my misfortune to have had 
brought under my notice atrocities and cruelties perpetrated in this age of civi- 
ligation, to which our fathers, even in the darkest ages, were never subjected. 

In Morocco City, the Jews, young and old, rich and poor, are suffering 
harshly at the hands of an inhuman Governor, Hadj Mohammed Widah, and a still 
more inhuman Jujige, Kaci Moustapha. Particulars have previously been sent 
to England of the revival of flogging, and steps were taken which put a stop to 
the practice, but only for a time. ‘Ihe syste:n has, however, been revived in 
all its barbarity, and it is practised by the Governor more cruelly than ever. 

It is impossible to describe the barbarous system, which is rendered all the 
more terrible by the readiness of the Moors to vent tleir hatred upon the Jews 
whenever an opportunity offers itself. Not content with injuring the bodies, 
the Governor and Judge now aim at the hearts and souls of the wretched Jews ; 
not satiated by the death of several miserable beings, victims to flogging, every 


_ endeavour is being used to wreck the minds of the weakeramong the Jews, and 
to attack the very roots of their faith. | 


Indirect victims to threats and persuasion, two Jews have become converts 
to Mahomedanism, both conversions being the source of further trouble and 
grief to the Jewish community of Morocco City. The first convert, after abjuring 
his faith, demanded his wife and children who had refused jto follow bis 
example. The Kadi then ordered the woman to become a Mahomedan, and to 
avert this calamity she fled to another town with her children. The Elders of 
the community in Morocco City are now called upon to produce the woman with 
or without her consent, failing which they are threatened with flogging and 
imprisonment and the abuse of the sacred principles of our religion. This demand 
is made the excuse for all sorts of injustice and ill-treatment, and the whole com- 
munity are at the mercy of the Governor. Geren 

The case of the second convert is even more cruel. The conversion took 
place the day after Kippur last, and on the selfsame day the Kadi sent his 
messenger and caused the convert’s wife to be dragged from her bed of accouche-. 
ment with her twelve days’ old babe in ber arms to the Moorish quarter, where 
she is detained. Ill-treated in every possible way, she is obliged to work on 
Saturdays and break all the laws of our faith. Notwithstanding all this, she 
persists in her religion. The Kadi has again threatened the Elders of the com- 
munity, who are in despair, fearing every moment flogging and imprisonment. 
For them justice and mercy are things of the past. 

— The latest atrocity, of which news has just been received, bears out my 
statement. Some days ago a young Jew having bought some vegetables on 4 
plot of ground, went to collect them, when he found they had been stolen. 00 
complaining to the Moors who were on the ground, he was, without any cause, 
roughly beaten almost to death. He was carried in an unconscious state to lis 
home, where he succumbed on the following day, but not before his deposiuons 
had been taken by Moorish scribes that his death was caused by the injuries he 
had received. 

Knowing the impotence of the poorer classes, it is impossible to foresee the 
danger which threatens our faith. In their helplessness they are terror-stricken 
at the atrocities committed before their eyes. Frightened by threats, urged by 
persuasion, and victims to their poverty, it is to be feared that many will give 
Nhs ‘to their tyrants and abandon their religion to ensure the safety of their 

odies, 


The priacipal Jews of Morocco City have applied to us for help, but we are 


powerless. The only course we can adopt is to apply to our influential brethren 
abroad, asking them to use their influence to succour tyrannised and oppresst 
Jews. Our petition is that the Governor and Kadi be removed, for if the evil . 
not cut off in its infancy it will spread and add to the troubles of # muc 
suffering race. |

THE RUSSO-JEWISH COMMITTEL. 


| | 
Ox Wednesday evening the Russo-Jewish Committee held its second 
Annual Conference with the Conjoint Committee of the Board of Deputies 
and the Anglo-Jewish Association, the two bodies who would, but for its 
existence, be called upon to do its work. They have, however, left the 


initiative in all matters that concern the Russian Jews to the Russo-Jewish | 


Committee, which in its turn gives once a year an account of its stewardship 
to the Conjoint Committee. This annual appearance is of more than usual 
significance in the case of a body like the Russo-Jewish Committee, which 
chooses to keep its deliberations free from public observation, for it is obvious 
that the statements of the work performed at the meetings of the Committee 
and communicated to our columns are more distinguished for the matters they 
omit than for those they record. However, the Jewish public has every con- 
fidence in the distinguished gentlemen who constitute the Committee, and 
we may feel sure that there are solid reasons for the quasi-secrecy in which 
their proceedings are involved. 

‘The Report this year is of greater interest owing to the fact that the 
main work of the Committee has been concerned with the Russo-Jewish poor 
of the metropolis, and has, hence, given rise to some rather heated con- 
troversies, as our readers have reason to know. The “new departure” in 
district-visiting among the Jewish poor was signalised by the formation of a 
large and efficient Visiting Committee, under the able chairmanship of Mr. 
N.S. Joseru, who had been the heart and soul of the new movement. The 
idea of classifying the applicants for relief and applying different principl:s 
of treatment to the various classes, was not perhaps absolutely new even in 
communal relief. But the systematic application of the idea was decidedly a 
novel experiment, and one cannot wonder that a certain hesitation was felt 
by an old-established body like the Board of Guardians a: trying experi- 
ments on such a serious subject. | 

Luckily, the experiment has proved a distinct success. The essence 


| 


of charity is to help the poor to help themselves, and this the visitors 
have ‘Succeeded in doing in a large number of cases, by finding them 
employment. Even where they have not succeeded in finding employment 
for their cases, it has been generally the fault of the “cases” themselves, 
who refused work when offered to them, preferring the pleasures of schnorrerei 
to those of hard work. It is, perhaps, by the discovery of this preference, 
and the weeding-ont of such cases from the deserving poor, that the most 
valuable function of the Visiting Committee was performed. The Report 
recurds the fusion of the two Visiting Committees on the lines of the new 
principles put into force by the Committee attached to the Russo-Jewish 
Committee, which has thus only had an independent existence for about six 
months, Yet its existence, if brief, has not been inglorious, and the Com- 
mittee has had the satisfaction of seeing the principles for which it contended 
triumph all along the line. 

The Visiting Committee was not the only experiment in poor relief 
among the Russian Jews undertaken by the Committee during the course of 
the past year. The attempts of the Visitors to find employment for their 
clients would have been nugatory without some organisation by which employ- 
ment could be sought. The Location and Information Bureau was _ 
accordingly established simultaneously with the establishment of the Visiting 
Committee, and is still in active work. 


In its present experimental stage, it 
would, perhaps, be premature to suggest a similar concentration of adminis- 
tration as has been carried out with the Visiting Committee. 

Attached to the Report of the Visiting and Bureau Committees is an 
appendix of typical cases that have either been assisted by the Bureau to find 
work or, having failed to accept work when found for them, have been placed 
ona Black List. With regard to the former category of successful cases, we 
have but one remark to make : the proportion of cases helped on the lines. 
of the “‘new departure,” relating to employment and dispersion, has been 
disappointingly small. As regards the Black List cases, there can be no 
doubt that vur charities generally would greatly benefit if some means could 
be adopted to weed their lists of those impostors, the professional beggars and 
loafers. But we foresee a difficulty if the conception of a Black List is to be 
rigidly carried out. Those that will not dig, and to beg are not ashamed, 
are just the class that in the general community enter the Workhouse, 
or the Casual Ward. We doubt if the feeling of the community would 
allow the same fate to befall that class amongst us, whose short but simple 
annals are recounted with telling brevity in the second appendix to the 
Russo-Jewish Committee's Report. 

The Visiting Committee has ceased to be an experiment, and has been 
therefore incorporated with the permanent organisation of the Board of - 
Gruardians, The Bureau has, however, not yet emerged from its experimental 
stage as the Russo-Jewish Committee recognise in their Report. It is 
remarkable, indeed, that in the short space of its existence it should havre— 
been able to achieve what it has already done. At first sight, a record of 
162 cases dealt within the first six months does not seem alarming in its 
magnitude. But it has to be recollected that even before an attempt was 
made to get work, each case had to be investigated most thoroughly as to its 
past history and present prospects, while independent investigations were 
needed to check imposture. After these preliminaries had been successfully 
gone through employment had to be found, and, even when found, the case 
would not be dismissed, but had to be watched to see that the employment 
was congenial and was loyally accepted. The thoroughness, not the magni- 
tude, of the work performed by the Bureau has been its most characteristic 
feature. | 


The work performed by the Visiting Committee and the Bureau is far 
from representing the activity of the Russo-Jewish Committee. No less 
than two-thirds of its members sit on the Conjoint Committee of that body 
and the Board of Guardians, through which all relief is administered. While 
the actual number of Refugees assisted by this Committee seem to have 
diminished this year as compared with the preceding one, their treatment 
has been more thoroughgoing and has taxed the energies of the Rota more 
than previously. When it is remembered that some of the members are con- 


“nected with other branches of the Committee's work, as Mr, I. Spretmay 


with the editorship of Darkest Russia, and the other publications issued | 
by the Committee, it cannot be said they shirk their daties, especially 
as they are all of them men whom the community delights to honour: by 
heaping on their shoulders so much of the communal burdens of organising 


work as they can well bear, 


This brief survey of the past year’s work of the Committee would be 
incomplete without some recognition of the functions performed by the 


English Evening Classes Committee, The Committee has secured no less thau 


47,000 attendances of Russo-Jewish pupils at the evening classes under its 
supervision. [ts work is in immediate connection with one of the most pressing 
problems of the Jewish pauperism of the metropolis, the need of dispersion 
from the Eastern Postal district. While the Refugees can speak nothing 


but Yiddish, it is practically impossible to entice them away from the only 
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quarter where they can make themselves understood, and consequently the 
only quarter where they can obtain work, . The report of the Bureau indicates 
that ignorance of English is the chief bar to continuous employment. The 
admirable work done by the English Evening Classes Committee under the 
direction of Mr. Nathaniel L. Coney, is doing much to overcome this 
difficulty in the way of the Refugees, and by this means to solve the 
problem of the Rasso-Jewish Question as it presents itseif in London. 

Thus the record of the year’s work which Sir Juit1an Gotpsmip pre- 
sented on Wednesday to the Conjoint Committee, was one of which he and 
his colleagues might well be proud, SirJurian has clearly a fine team of 
workers under him, and by his. skill and tact he can get the maximum 
of work with the minimum of friction—the engineer’s ideal of efficient 
machinery. The thanks of the community are due to Sir durian Goupsmip 
and his colleagues for the earnest and at the same time unostentatious way in 
which they are grappling with the greatest and most complex problem with 
which it has been faced. 


A PLEA FOR ANGLO-JEWISH HISTORY. 
BEING THE PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS AT THE FIRST MEETING OF THE JEWISH 
HISTORICAL SOCIETY OF ENGLAND, NOVEMBER ILtu, 1890, 
BY LUCIEN WOLF. 

In welcoming you to the first business meeting of our Society it seems to 
me that my duty is to. say something to you with regard to the scope of the 
work you have undertaken. This is the more necessary, since our proposal to 
take upon ourselves a corporate existence was at the outset met with certain 
criticisms which have not been sufliciently answered. We were told that Anglo- 
Jewish history was a very small affair, that it was not likely to add much to the 
general listory of our race and that it would throw no light on the 
annals of: our country. I must say that I marvelled when I heard 
these positive statements, made without any appeal to actual research or any 
pretence to detailed knowledge ; but when discovered the test 
which had been used in arriving at then, my wonder disappeared. “ Where are 
your great men?" we were asked, “ Where is your Maimonides, your Jelhuda 
Halevi, your Isaac Abarbanel?” ‘The answer to these questions is, of course, 
siinple. We have not produced any such men, and even if we had, it would be 
no proof that our history was incre important than the histories of- the French 
and German communities which, in this respect, are almost in the same case with 
ourselves. The truth is that this criticism belongs to a primitive order of 
historical science. Biography docs not cover the whole domain of history. 
The true function of the historian is to reconstruct the lives, not of personalities 
but of communities and nations cut of the largest possible accumulation of 
social facts and individual experiences. If you will only think for a moment 
you must see that the antiquated great-man-theory of history can only afford a 
very inadequate, if not a very misleading, clue to the general development 
of the social organism. It was by this method that the historians of the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries succeeded in throwing a halo of romance 
over the Mildle Ages, ebscuring all the ignorance, ferocity and licentiousness 
which were the main characteristics of that period. What is really important to 
ascertain is the social state from which the great men sprung and the complex 
influences which produced both, And if there have been no great men, it does 
not follow that there is no history worth enquiring into. In Spain and in England, 
for example, Wwe have had two contingents of owe and the same race working out 
the destiny of Judaism underdiverse conditions, Consequently, when you ask what 
have the English Jews done in philosophy to equal Maimonides or in statecraft 
to compre with Abarbanel, you do not so much discourage research as recognise 
its necessity. It 1s indeed of importance to us to ascertain why, in the one case 
the conditions of life have proved favourable to the developement of personal 
character and the free play of intellectual genius, and why, in the other, working 
with the same materials, they appear to have been sterile in these respects. 


Indeed, Lam not sure, that the latter investigation may not prove the more 
interesting of the two. | 


{n dealing with Jewish post-Biblical history the liographic test is the less 
valuable because of the absence of a roverning centre of national life. The 
Dispersion has subjected the Hebrew people, in detached sections, to a variety of 
influences which render the sociological method absolutely indispensable It is 
indeed, in its diversity of social environment, and not in any array of sogiinend: 
ing personalities, that the peculiar interest of Jewish. history consists Alané 
among the races of the world the Jews appear at every epoch and in almost 
every land. There has been scarcely a civilisation in which they have not 
played a part, or.a great intellectual or spiritual movement to which they 
have net contributed linpulse. At the same time their own character hse 
been more or less modified by the varying historic and social influences with 
which they have come in contact. In every country they have assimilated some- 
thing of the national spirit, and exch epoch has submitted them to the 
inodifying influence of some great experience. Nor have these influences been 
permitted to remain altogether local. By a migratory movement, which has so 
far been one of the most constant.phenomena in Jewish history local peculiuritics 
have been periodically gathered up and redistributed until the whole racial 
character has been more or less affected by them. Here, I-think,-you hav 
the formula of the Jewish historical process, and it is a formula which besides 
rendering us independent of the great-man-theory, vindicates the neoessite of 
Societies such as this. Our history is essentially a congeries of local so Cee La l 
histories, the totality of which can only be adequately. comprehended b oa 
refined specialisation.

| charged to report on Menasseh ben Israel's petition for the legal re-admission of 
the Jews to this country. The result of that reference you know. It ig usually 
spoken of as the starting point in the history of our communit y as it at present exists, 
This, however, is not its sole significance. This Anglo-Jewish event was largely . 
continental Jewish scheme, the outcome of a long series of continental events, the 
srojected solution of a crisis in the continental Jewries and the attempted {\)4)- 
ment of a Jewish national dream. The two great branches of persecuted Jew;y 
the Marranos in Spain and the hunted Polakim in Lithuania, looked forward {4 
the success of Menasseb’s mission as a cure for all their woes, and Menasseh hiin- 
self regarded it as a further step in that cispersion of Israel, on the completion 
of which—according to the mystics—the Millenium depended. On the one ha 
its causes reached back to the massacres of Chmielnickiin Puland, and the Spanish 
persecutions of Ferdinand and Isabella, and on the other, it was 
inspired by an apocalypse which, in one form, had nearly transformed English life, 
and in another was destined to bring about the last unfurling ofthe banner of 
Ierael by Sabbathai Zevi on the coast of Syria. Nor was this all. Ifthe move. 
ment of the Jews towards England had behind it a long chain of important 
historic causes, the reciprocal movement of the English people to welcome us to their 
shores was also the outcome of a series of events which neither the English nor 
the Anglo-Jewish historian can afford to ignore. From this point of view, in 
fact, a very large part of English history may be said to belong to Jewish history. 
Matthew Arnold recognised this in one of the most suggestive chapters of his 
“ Culture and Anarchy” when he sketched the struggle of Hellenism and 
Hebraism in England. That struggle, which 1 prefer to call a struggle between 
the Old and the New Testaments, is not only the key to English social and political 
progress, but it also affords the explanation of the reversal by the English people 
in 1655 of the banishment which they had decreed against the Jews three and 4 
half centuries before. Compare the state of the public mind at the two epochs. 
In 1290 the Jews were regarded as the born enemies of a rigidly Christian 
society, the traditionally accursed anti-Christ, and nothing more. Ecclesiastics 
troubled themselves little about their identity with the people of the Bible, while 
the common people were absolutely ignorant of it. In 1655, however, the 
nation knew them essentially as the People of the Bible, walking in error perhaps, 


nd, 


divine truth—not of all of it, but of a great deal—and they were survivors of a polity 
which the leading spirits in England at the time were desirous of reviving. How 
had this change been operated? By means of the popularisation of the Old 
Testament. The Reformation had made the Old Testament a popular book and 
a political force. The history of Israel had not only profoundly moditied the 
religious thought of the country, but it had inspired a great strugele for 
political freedom and a great scheme of constitutional revision. Unc¢er the new 
conception of popular freedom which the Puritans had derived from the Hebrew 
Commonwealth, the Jews became eligible to re-settle in the land. ‘The State,” 
said Cromwell to Major-General Crawford, “in choosing men to serve it, takes 
no notice of their opinons; if they are willing faithfully to serve it—that 
satisfies.” It was this liberal doctrine, accentuated by the Hebraic inspiration on 
which it rested, that made the re-admission of the Jews practicable just two 
hundred and thirty-eight years ago. 

I may be told, perhaps, that if these remote causes are to be taken into 
account by the Jewish historian the result may be that Jewish history will deal 
with every thing except Jews. Of course these aspects must be subjected to 
proper limitations and to an artistic perspective ; but they cannot be wholly 
ignored in any centre of Jewish life. Moreover, in this country the role played 
by the Old Testament has been peculiarly important, both in itself and in its 
influence on Jewish emancipation and Jewish religious thought. Hence it 


abroad to their several local Jewish historians. While popular liberties in this 
country and in America have been developed very largely on Hebraic lines, 
‘on the continent they owe almost everything to Rationalist inspirations. This, 
I believe, to be largely due to the fact that in one case translations of the Old 
Testament in the vernacular were available at an early period and in the other 
this venerable book remained unknown until it was too late to be of any use. 
It was this want of a second line of religious defence and one of a practical 
and constructive character which hurried the French people into the arms of 
the philosophers in 1789. We have a curious illustration of this in the 
enthusiastic reception accorded to Salvador’s “ Institutions de Moi.e” by the 
French Republican press in 1823. They hailed it as though it were a new 
revelation. 

Besides this the direct Jewish element is not wanting in the review 
of English national psychology which must be the framework of any 
Anglo-Jewish history. We know now that Jews frequently visited this 
country throughout the whole period of their legal exclusion between 1200 
and 1655, and while some of them were actually concerned in public affairs 
all were affected by the gradual transformation of public opinion. One of the 
earliest tasks of this Society will be to ascertain the exact réle enacted by Jews 
both in England and abroad in the passage of this country from Roman 
Catholicism to Protestantism. Enough is already known to show that this role 
was by no means inconsiderable. Jews figured in the epoch-making controversies 


to Elizabeth when as the head of European Protestantism she waged a life and 
death struggle with Spain. Here too it will be found that Anglo-Jewish history 
ard English political records throw fresh light on general Jewish history, and the 
creat change which took place in the European equilibrium after the defeat of 
the great Armada. At this moment, I am only at liberty to say that cur materials 
will enable us to trace the decadence of Spain in a very direct way to the expulsion 
of 1492. Butit is not only in the middle period that Jews have played a part in 
English history. Before the Expulsion they were an economic factor of the 
first importance in the strangely constituted society of the time, and since the 
Re-admission, they have made substantial contributions to the political, commercial, 
literary and scientific progress of the Empire. Nor is their internal communal 
history devoid of special interest. We need only take a cursory survey of 
cur community to recognise characteristics in it which differentiate 
it strikingly from the Jewish communities of both the Eastern and Western 
Continents. It may be true that we have had no great Rabbis, but, at any rate, 
we have travelled further in solving the great probleins of Jewish religious life 
than any other body of our bretbren. We have constructed an enlightened and 
progressive orthodoxy, and have maintained the most strenuous attachment to the 
racial bond without restricting our intellectual freedom or our activity as British 
citizens. I can conceive of no more interesting task than the investigation of 
this branch of our history. And here, again, 1 think you will find that the 
enguiry will touch upon other communities besides our own, and will not even be 
limited to the synagogue. We are the product of many converging migrations 
—of Ashkenazim and Sephardim, Marranos, Moriscos and Levantines ; we have 
experienced successively the influences of Spinoza and Orobio de Castro, of 
| Sabbethar Zevi and Chacham Zevi, of Mendelssohn and Israel Baalshem, of 


but still deserving of respect and kindly treatment.

by that spirit of progressive Conservatism, or perhaps I should call it cautious 
Liberalism, which so eminently characterises the intellectual atmosphere of this 
‘sland. The importance of this complex movement will be apparent to you if 
— you reflect that two generations hence the centre of gravity of J ewry will pro- 
bably be transferred from Poland to the English speaking communities. 

I hope I have said enough now to show you that Anglo-Jewish history is not 
the small and negligeable quantity it has been pictured to you, but that it is 
worthy of the energies of this Society and of the dignity and ambition of our 
commusity. I do not, however, base the claim of our ¢ ociety to public support 
exclusively on these considerations. I.cherish the hope that our new organisation 
will be a fruitful source of intellectual life and of virile Judaism to the great 
body of our English coreligionists. Our work will not be limited to dry-as-dust 
research, but will comprehend every means that our resources will afford of pro- 
moting a knowledge of and interest in the general past of our people. In this 
we shall be performing both a religious and a moral task. It will bea religious 
task because Judaism can have no distinctive existence apart from its 
great historic sanctions. It will be a specifically moral task, because, besides 
cultivating historic knowledge, we shall cultivate historic spirit. There is nothing 
more essential to the moral well-being of a people than the historic spirit, for it 
stands in the same relation to a community that personal repute does to an 
individual. It is the sense of national honour, the consciousness of a high level 
of conduct to be maintained, a standing proscription of mean actions. Already 
it is exercising a marked conservative influence on the centripetal movement of 
our race, assuring our persistence through the new epoch of our long history 
opened by our emancipation. In the jfuture, I believe, it is destined to make 


clear to the meanest of us the sacred mission of Judaism,.and to fit us for its 
accumplishment,

THE JEWISH HISTORIOAL SOJIETY OF ENGLAND. 


The first regular meeting of the Jewish Historical Society of England was 
held on Saturday evening last at the rcoms of The Maczabwans, St. James’s Hall 
Restaurant, Piccadilly, Mr. Lucien Wo tr, President of the Society, occupied 
the chair, and there was a large attendance of members and others, 

Mr. IskAEL ABRAITAMS, the Hon, Secrétary, reported that there had been

; The PRestpENtT delivered an Inaugural Address, which is given in another 
column, 

Mr. 8S. Scuecurer, M.A., communicated a paper (read by Mr. I. 
Abrahams) on “A MHebrew Elegy concerning the Massacres 11{0,” 
The purpose of the paper was to tring under notice a Aixnah or 
Lamentation bearing on Anglo-Jewish history, which, though referred to 
by Zunz, and published some years ago by Dr. Berliner, hes not as 
yet received the attention it deserves, ‘T'his Lamentation: seemed to have 
been once in general use among the Franco-German Jews, for it occurs in many 
of their Prayer-books and collections of Elegies. Mr. Schechter had collated 
his copy with three codices extant in the libraries of Rome, Turin and 
Cambridge; but it is the MS. in the Vatican Library that contains special 
features which might possess some interest to the members of the Society. In 
the Vatican MS. the Elegy bears the heading (in Hebrew): “ This Lamentation 
has been composed by our Master R. Menachem, to be sung to the melody of 
Ekba Yoshebah Chabazeleth [a well-known elegy by Kalir] on the martyrs of 
Bopart in the month of Eilul (1179 ?) and also on the burned ones and at the 
end [of the A’nra/] on the MARTYRS OF THE ISLES OF THE SEA, in the year 4050” 
[1190]. The composition consists of thirty stanzas of four lines each. The 
first eleven stanzas have an alphabetical acrostic, whilst the remaining nineteen 
twice give the name of the author, whose full title seems to have been: R 
Menachem ben Jacob ben Solomon bea Menachem. He must have flourished 
during the second half of the 12th century. This we learn from other sources, 
from his epitaph which was discovered in Worms by Dr. Lewysohn; where it 
is said that he died | according to the calculation of Zunz] on April 16:h, 1293. 
He was thus a contemporary of the martyrs who met their death 
in the massacres at London, York and other places; and it is 
not impossible that he obtained the facts on which his poem 
is based from eyce-witnesses. It is probable that the sad news of the 
massacres was brovght to the Rhine Provinces by that rabble who, as we. learn 
from the account of the York Massacre given by R. Ephrayim of Bonn, 
‘plundered (not despised) their gold and silver, as well as books which were not 
to be equalled for teauty, and brought them to Cologne,’ where they sold them 
to the Jews. Our author is further described in this epitaph as ‘scholar, 
preacher and poet.” But, considering the fact that the /alachic pieces left us 
from R. Menachem are rather few, we must conclude that his main astivity 
consisted in compcsing synagogue hymns. Indeed, what could a German Jew 
or Jewess, who had the misfortune to visit our globe during the twelfth century, 
when Europe went religicn-mad and could only be tamed by Saracenic devals or 
unwashed saints ; what could they better do than pray orcry ? in their prayers 
they sought fer strength and power of endurance to enable them to resist the 
temptations of persuasion and persecution. ‘“ We are Thine, God, to deatb, and 
shall never forsake Thee for no-gods,” is the perpetual refrain turning up again 
and again in the P/yutim, composed in the horrors of the Crusades. When 
studying the documents referring to Israel’s time of agony, Mr. Schechter said 
he was struck by the fact that the women proved themselves even more heroic 


than the men, and at many a critical moment it was the despairing courage and | 


the tender conscience of the women which decided in favour of martyrdom, A 
translation of the ten stanzas of the lamentation by R, Menachem was given, 
together with a few brief remarks for the better understanding of the Klegy. 
The lines in the original have their own acrostic, which suggests they were only 
an after-thought of the poet, and thus form a p/yut by themselves. ‘The 
third stanza relates to the York Massacre. From stanzas four and five we leara 
that the Jews in England of that period were distinguished among their 
brethren not only by their riches and munificence, but also excelled ia 
learning and piety. In the twelfth century cheque-books alone were not as 
yet all-powerful, even Parnassim had to submit to other tests than their 
ank-accounts. The last three stanzas are devoted to a prayer for the 
redemption of Israel, imploring the revenge of God upon the enemies of His 
people. With regard to this last feature in the poem, it may be remarked that 
while all of us appreciate the noble sentiment expressed in the words, “ Lord 
forgive them, for they know not what they do,’ on the other hand such a 
declaration from the lips of a man who is not on the point of suffering himself, 
but is the witness or historian of the suffering: of others, when the mob has 
attacked his home, murdered his wife and children, tortured his friends, 
plundered his sanctuaries and burnt his holy books, such a man would prove 
imself neither divine nor superhuman, but simply inhuman, who, under such 
circumstances, should suppress his natural sentiments of resentment. Rabbi 
lenachem was no less a good Jew, when he wrote this Elegy, than Milton was 
when he composed the famous sonuet “On the late Massacre in Piedmont,

paper, said he was sure they would all agree with him inre rding the meeting 
as & most auspicious inauguration of the sittings of the Jewish Historical Societ 
of England. Nothing could exceed the interest of the elegy which h 
been submitted to them. It was strange that the term “Isles of the 
Sea’ should not have been previously remarked, as the phrase, without 
doubt, referred to the British Isles. But the elegy was of great interest for 
another reason. It was the fashion for certain authors to decry and debase 
the position which the Jews of England occupied prior to the expulsion. Even 
Professor Graetz, who had such a profound insight into Jewish istory, was of 
opinion that the Jews of England of the pre-expulsion period were nothing 
better than mere usurers addicted solely to money-making. But owing to 
the recent researches their views concerning the pre-expulsion Jews had 
entrely altered. He need not tell them how much they owed to scholars like 
Dr. Neubauer and Mr. Joseph Jacobs for having contributed to dissipate the 
belief which had too long prevailed.—(Cheers).—This view was supported by 
the elegy they had just heard, which spoke of the martyrs of York as having 
been men deeply versed in sacred lore, “ garbed with the beauty of knowledge.” 
There was thus a close connexion between this poem and the address of their 
chairman who had spoken to them of the high position which the Jews of 
England were destined to occupy. Returning to the “ Kinnah ” it proved how 
‘deep was the impression made upon the continent by events which had takea 
lace in the Jewries of the ‘afar off isle.’ It was possible that the author, 
fenachem ben Jacob, had spent some time in this country, like the Rabbi 
Simon of Treves, whose martyrdom was recorded by R. Ephraim of Bonn. 
The suggestion in the poem that the tragic death of Richard I. was a penalty 
for the massacre of the Jews that had taken place during his reign seemed harsh, 
but it was in full accord with the genius saeculi, the spirit of that age. It wasa 
remarkable fact that a manuscript, whence the elegy had been taken was found 
in the Vatican. It was to be anticipated that this and other Libraries contained 
treasures, which would throw light on the past history of the English Jews. 
And who more competent to undertake this research than the author of the 
paper to which they had listened with so much profit and interest ?— (Cheers), 
Mr. JosEruH Jacops, in seconding the proposition, thanked the Chief Rabbi 
for the kindly expressions he had used concerning “ The Jews in Angevin 
England.” Those words would find part of their application in Mr. Schechter 
himself, for it was from Mr. Schechter. that he got much of the information 
relating to the Jewish sources. Referring to the elegy, Mr. Jacobs said that R. 
Menachem might not be the R. Menachem with whom Mr. Schechter identifies 
him, as there was a Menachem Vardimas known in Anglo-Jewish history of the 
13th century, and it was quite possible that he might have been the author of 
the poem. Asto the cry lor vengeance, the desire to be revenged upon their 
persecutors was only natural to the people of that barbarous age. 

The Rev. A. Lowy said that an index had recently been compiled to 
Zunz giving all the beginnings of Hebrew poems, and it was possible that in that 
a key might be found to the history of the elegy. . 

Mr. C. Trick Marrin (Assistant-Keeper of H. M. Records) then described 
photographs of the Rolls’ Chapel and facsimiles of acuittances of Converts, 
The photographs were exhibited to display points of interest connected with 
the Old Home for Converted Jews in London. He said he did not intend to 
give a detailed history of the Home, as his friend, Mr. William Hardy, had 
recently read a very elaborate paper on the subject before the Society of Anti- 
quaries. It would be known to those present that Henry IIL. founded the 
Home for Converts in Chancery Lane. Matthew Paris tells us that: “ Henry 
ILL. built a decent Church, fit for a Conventual Congregation, with other 
buildings adjoining, at his own expense, in the place where he had established 
a House of Converts for the ransom of his soul and that of his father, King 
Jobn, and all their ancestors, in the 17th year of his reign, that is to say in 
London, not farfrom the old Temple. To this house converted Jews retired, 
leaving their Jewish blindness, and had a home and safe refuge for their whole 
lives, being underan honoutable rule, with sufficient sustenance, without servile 
work or the profits of usury. So it happened that in a short time a large number 
were collected there, and now, being baptised and instructed in the Christan 
law, they live a praiseworthy life under a governor specially appointed.” In one 
of the MSS. of the history of Matthew Paris now in Corpus Christi College, 
Cambridge, part of which is supposed to be written in his own hand, there isa 
church in the margin, intended as an illustration of this passage. It is a question, 
however, whether this is really the picture of the chapel itself or merely a typical 
church drawn ou the margin to call attention to the passage without any idea 
of representing the actual building, The Rolis Chapel has been repaired more | 
than once, and has been considerably modernised so that but little 
of the original structure remains except the walls, and the only part of the 
original wall now visible is that on the south side. Mr, Martin exbibed a fac- 
simile of this drawing, and proved by comparison with photographs of the chapel, 
tbat the drawing could not really have represented it. He then described 
further details of the chapel and the tombs therein. The hospital itself, per- 
haps from lack of converts, was annexed by Edward ILI. and Richard IT, to the 
Mastership of the Rolls. Receipts for an annual allowance to converts are 
sometimes found in the annual accounts of the Masters, the amounts being 
three-halfpence a day. Photographs of some of these rece’pts were exhibited 
to the meeting. They ranged in date from 14)1 to 1510. The earliest 18 a regeipt 
by one William Convers of Leicester, It1s signedin a Moorish (7) cursive teript:

He signs both—it will be observed—in Latin and Hebrew, and adds 
the word “neophyta” in Greek characters. Ferdinand was born in 
Poland about 155), changed his faith first to Catholicism and afterwards 
became a Protestant, He subsequently came to England and entered the 
University of Oxford as a poor student, and in 1596 removed to Cambridge. In 
both places he maintained himself by teaching Hebrew. Subsequently he 
obtained a professorship at Leyden and became a friend of the great scholar, 
Joseph Sealiger. The orly work by Ferdinand in the British Museum is a 
translation of a treatise on the Ten Commandments printed at Cambridge in 
1597, Considering the ancient purpose of the buildings on this site, it is not a 
little curious that the first Deputy Keeper of the Public Records since the pass. 
ing of the Public Record Act for collecting the Records here, was Sir Francis 
Palgrave, a man of Jewish parentage, and that the next Master of the Rolls was. 


Sir George Jessel. On being shown over the chapel by Professor Brewer, then 
preacher at the Rolls, Sir George Jessel remarked to him: “Well, Mr, Brewer, 
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it is a very interesting place, I am much obliged to you for showing it to me 
andas you do us the honour of worshipping a member of our race here, I 
shall come in pry rs ang ae. and see how you doit.” The west window 
has a memorial of Sir George Jessel. a. 
The Rev. S. SINGER proposed a vote of thanks to Mr, C. Trice Martin for 
his paper and for the trouble he had taken in getting the interesting photo- 
phs. It was a significant fact, he said, that the time did come fora Jewish 
aster of Rolls. to administer the funds of an institution originally founded 
for converting Jews.

to lighten the heavy burdens of the sick, and t> amsaliorate tha condition of 
the hapless prisoners. The Committee feel that in your high pdsition you will 
worthily fulfil to the satisfaction of your native town the duties of tha eminent 
office to which you have been elected, and at the same time maintain the dignity 
of the community of which you are an honoured membsr.” 


A PALESTINE VILLAGE. 


The “ Palestine Village ” inhabited by people in characteristic Eastern dress 
was well-attended this week. The Church Sunday School Institute celebrated 


its Jubilee by a sale of work at St. Martin's Town Hall, converting the great 


hall into a veritable Oriental street, added to which there was a highl 
interesting Biblical loan collection containing very many articles connecte 
with Jewish ceremonies. The Duchess of Teck was to have opened the bazaar 
on Tuesday last, but in her absence, owing toa dense fog, Lady F. Cavendish 
acted in her stead. The Chief Rabbi and Mrs, Hermann Adler were present 
on the first day. 
In the Oriental village were rows of shops, which were stocked with 
modern goods on sale. Passing through a village gateway one found men 
plying various trades as practised in Palestine, not the least interesting being 
the beautiful Hebrew writing of a Jewish scribe at work on the Megillah. 
Elsewhere, a potter at his primitive wheel was fashioning the rough clay into 
water-pitchers, Eastern women were grinding corn in the handmill and making 
and baking bread loaves in Eastern fashion. An exact model of a Jewish 
rock-cut tomb attracted much interest, the small rolling-stone used to close the 
low entrance being placed at the side, whilst within were the shelftlike niches 
for the reception of the bodies. Lectures were delivered on various days, Mis3 
Baroody, a ond gt ba Kastern lady, giving descriptions of village life in Lebanon, 
whilst subjects taken up by various ministers were “ Palestine of To-day, 
“The Temple,” and The Tabernacle.”’ 

The list of exhibitors to the Biblical loan collection included: The Chief 
Rabbi, Mr. M. N. Adler. Mr. A. L. Cohen, Mr. E. L. Franklin, the Rev. 8. H. 
Gollancz, the Rev. N, Lipman, Mr. H. Montagu, Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., 
Mr. L. Schaap, Mr, Isidore Spielman, F.S.A., Mrs. Strauss, and others. _ 

Mr. H. Montagu, F.S.A., Vice-President of the Numismatic Society of 
London, shewed silver coins of Juda, and there were other medals and coins © 
on view to illustrate Jewish history. But interest centred in the goodly collec- 
tion of accessories to Jewish ceremonial in the homeand synagogue. The scroll 
of the law, the mantle and band were exhibited, together with a breastplate, 
pointer, an embroidered veil for the Ark, and a leather scroll of the Book of 
Deuteronomy, reputed to be about 600 years old. Everything connected with 
the observance of the Sabbath was represented, several Shabbas lamps and 
Kiddush cups, the Friday night bread, and an embroidered cloth with which to 
c ver it, also the Habdallah taper and the spice-box with which to usher out the 
Sabbath. The Passover service book, Passover dishes, and matzas suggested 
the festival of Pesach, whilst the various branches together forming the 
lulav,” and a delicate silver gilt citron-case, belonging Mr. Spielman, 
illustrated the ‘Tabernacle Festival. Several Hanucah lamps and 4a 
couple of Shophars were shown, whilst there were a number of beautiful 
Megillahs exhibited by collectors, Tephillin, Tallith, bags for both, the Mizrach 
and a pe looking “ writing of divorcement” were arranged together. The 
Rev. N. Lipman showed a set of slaughtering knives, which could hardly fail to 
interest at the present time. Curious in desiga were silver charms, some in the 
shape of a hand, intended to ward off the influence of the “ evil eye.” In the 
catalogue brief explanations were given -of- the many Jewish articles shown 
Among the pictures were several of Jerusalem, and of various Jewish cere- 
monies, hegre mention must be made of a model of ancient Jerusalem, four 
the still more beautiful model of the Temple, 
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THE RUSSO-JEWISH COMMITTEE. 


The Annual Conference between the Russo-Jewish Committee an 
Conjoint Committee of the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish othe 
tion was held on Wednesday, at the Central Synagogue Chambers. Great 
Portland Street. There were present : Sir JULIAN GoLpsMID, Bart, M.P., in 
the chair; the Revs. D. Fay and 8. Singer, Dz. A. Wolff, Messrs. E. H. 
D Avigdor, Herbert A. Day, A. E. Franklin, M. A, Green, B. F. Halford, N. 8. 
Joseph, B. Kisch, H. R, Levinsohn, 8. Montagu, M.P., P. Ornstein, H. Pollak, 
E. W. Rabbinowicz, H. y oh Samuel, Leopold Schloss, I. Spielman, M. A. 
Spielman, I. Weber, and Mrs. Joel. 

Sir JULIAN GOLDsMID, Bart., M_P., in ene the proceedings, said : I have 
been somewhat surprised at the small attendance here this evening, because I 
thought that the two bodies who had left entirely to the Russo-Jewish 
Committee control of Russo-Jewish questions would have expected, more or 
less, an account, once a year, of the course we have pursued, and I had expected 
to see a large number of critics before me. Bat this evening those critics seem 
to be conspicuous by their absence, andI observe that most of those present 
are members of the Russo-Jewish Committee, and a few of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association. Be that as it may, it becomes »y duty to give you a short 
summary of the progeny of the Committee during the past year, and to 
explain as faras I can the principles upon which they have acted. Unfortu- 
nately, it is a fact that nothing has occurred in Russia which can lead us to 
believe that the spirit of persecution is less rife than it was a year ago. The 
May Laws have been extended to Poland, and the result has been that now the 
Committee have to deal with refugees from Poland exactly as those coming 
from other parts of Russia. You are aware that on the last occasion we 
arranged for the establishment of a system by means of which the members of 
the Committee themselves should investigate the condition of the majority of 

the cases of those who appealed for assistance. The plan, which was arranged 
by Mr, N. 8S. Joseph, was carried into effect, and the result was that we obtained 
a very active and vigilant Committee who took great trouble in informing them- 
selves of all the circumstances of the applicants for relief, 
was this to be said with regard to the organisation. It was ta a certain 
extent a multiplication of existing agencies, and upon investigation, we found 
that practically the Board of Guardians, under a revised scheme, was acting 
upon similar principles, and that there was n> reason why there should not bea 
fusion between the two bodies. Now there is one Conjoint Visiting Committ2e, 
representing both the Board of Guardians and the Rus30-Jewish Committee. 
Tne other branch of the work which was undertaken was that styled 
the Location and Information Bureau, by means of which it was intended to 
ive permanent relief and to afford the opportunity of continuous iwork b 
finding suitable situations for those who applied for assistance. The result has 
been that a large number of persons have been placedin continuous work and 
are doing fairly well. In this instance I have a word or two to say, regarding 
which there might not b3 entire unanimity. Wehave’ had applicants who have 
had pecuniary assistance, and whom we have treated with the greatest indul- 
gence, but who have showna decided disinclination to do any work. The Com- 
mittee in those instances have had to set a labour test. That test is useful as far 
it goes, but Lam one of those who are opposed to what is ordinarily called the 
labour test before giving pecuniary assistance. I have had some experience of 
the English Poor Law, and my experience is that the labour -test is no bar to 
the vagrant, and is a great injury to the deserving poor. The vagrant who is 
accustomed to inhabit the labour yards of the workhouses, gets used to the 
class of work, and isable to accomplish his task in a few hours, whilst the res- 
pectable hard working man who is obliged to seek relief at the workhouse is 
obliged to spend nearly the whole day at his task, and is prevented from seeking 
legitimate and honest work. Andas far asI have seen, that is the weakest part 
of the English Poor Law,and I should regret:if the system were introduced 
among the Jewish bodies in London. I know Dr. Adler, and the Chairman of 
the Board of Guirdians and Ms. Mocsatta entirely concur with me, 
and as I feel strongly upon this subject I thought it right to express 
it.—(Applause). The Conjoint Committee which is a Committee formed of 
representatives of the Board of Guardians and the Russo-Jewish Committee, is 
the most important Committee of the whole of the Jewish bodies, for this 
reason: It dispenses all the pecuniary relief that is given from the Russo-Jewish 
Fund, and it has been most ably managed by the Committee, of which Mr, 
N.S. Joseph is Chairman, They have worked with a devotion of which I cannot 
too much approve, and a great good has been conferred on the Russo-Jewish 
refugees, ‘(hey have been admirably seconded by Mr. Stephany and the other 
officers of the Board of Guardians, and we cannot too highly appreciate the 
services rendered by those gentlemen in an official and unofficial position. I 
now come to another part of the question; that part to which thedebate in the 


House of Commons very largely referred. It was alleged that there was a fear 


that-England would be overwhelmed with poor Jews who were being driven out 
of Russia, and the Jewish Members of Parliament, including myself, thought it 
right to explain to the House exactly how the matter stood. We indicated 
. that although there had been, to a certain extent, an increase in the number of 
Russian Jews who remained in thiscountry,it was nothingcompared to the general 
emigration of foreigners and the large number who had gone to other parts 
of the world to seek a permanent home, and we explained that for those who 
did remain we endeavoured to do all in our power to render them self-supporting 
and goolly citizens. Upon that subject I find that the allegations made have 
been thoroughly justified. The numbers have decreased during the last six 
months, and in addition we have done a great deal to establish a large number 
of these people as self-supporting and useful citizens as soon as possible, — 
(Cheers), Evening classes to teach the Russians what England and English is, 
has been formed, and the result has far exceeded our expectations. The people 
rejoice in the education; there have been large attendances, and we trust that 
in some of the provincial centres a similar plan may beadopted. Consequently 
I think our action has abundantly justified all that was stated in that debate by 
the Jewish members of Parliament. As Russia dislikes the publication of the 
facts of the persecution to which the Jews in that country are subjected, we 
have worked hard in connection with the issue of pamphlets, and with the news- 
| a entitled Darkest Russia, and 1 cannot speak too highly of the 
iterary ability with which Mr. Isidore Spielman has conducted that part of 
the work. He has shown the greatest tact and judgment, and without those two 
great qualities Iam sure he would not have been able to accomplish ail the 
arduous work he has done during the last twelve months, There was also 
another branch of intelligence which was under tbe chairmanship of De. Wolff, 
@ man eminently competent for the work which devolved upon him. His was 
the department to investigate the recommendations from different persons who 
desired us to establish Jewish colonies. Now I come to a more general state- 
ment with regardto grants, where assistance has been given both to 
Sections of the community and to individuals. We have assisted a number of 
Jewish students who were driven out of Russia, and we have contributed to 
the Jewish Ladies’ Society for Preventive and Rescue Work. We have givena 
considerable sum to the Poor Jews Temporary Shelter, an institution through 
which, with the assistance of our capable officer, Mr. Blank, we have been 
enabled to meet most of those immigrants who arrived here, and have been able 
tosee that they were not got hold of by dishonest persons for dishonest purposes. 
And, finally, we have, under certain circumstances, given grants to some Jewish 


bodies in the Provinces, where the refugees have congregated, That is a short 
resumé of the work of the Committee during the past year.

made mistakes, but we have endeavoured to carry out the benevolent object 
este all entertained who subscribed to the Russo-Jewish Fand. We were

taken by Mr. Samuel Montagu, to whom we all owe a considerable debt of 
ratitude, and nothing can be wanting on the part of the Committee so long as 
€ remains our Treasurer. We have also received great assistance from one of 
two members of his staff to whom was confided parts of the work, and especially 
to Mr, M. A. N. Lindo, and I should not be doing justice :if I did not refer to 
the great ability which Mr. Joseph Jacobs hasshown in the discharge of his 
secretarial duties, Ishould te very glad, none would rejoice more than I, if I 


_ could see a prospect of the work of this Committee coming to a termination. 


I cannot say 1 do see a prospect of it, but, of course, Godin His own good time 
will stay the persecuting hand. In the meanwhile it devolves upon us to do our 
best to help the victims of persecution and to relieve some of the sufferers from 
Russian cruelty, But the work that is thrown on the small number of the 
Jewish population is very considerable, and I often wish that some younger 
men would take up the work thas has fallen upon myself and others. I would 
urge that - men should endeavour to find the work most suited to their 
tastes, and send in their names, for that is the way in which communal workers 
will be trained for a future generation. I think I have said sufficient to enable 
you to see that our work is a necessary work, and that during the past year 
we have done our best to further the objects we have in view in the most con- 
scientious and yet economical manner.—(Loud cheers). | . 

Mr, LEopo_p Sc#oss said 1t appeared to him from the Balance Sheet that 
the Committee had been rather parsimonious in its grants to some of the 
Provincial Congregations. He asked why larger sums had not been voted to 
those towns that.had been most affected by the immigration. | 

The CHAIRMAN explained that larger sums had not been granted for the 
reason that they had not been asked for. There was a large amount of local 
liberality. The necessity was appreciated of the Committee keeping as much in 
hand as possible, as the Provincial Congregations knew that if there was a great 
rush of immigrants heavy demands would be made upon their funds. Having 
been a member of the Mansion House Committee in 1832, he was aware of the 
necessity for such a precaution. | 7 

Mr, SAMUEL Monracu, M.P., said that if Mr. Schloss would refer to the 
Balance Sheet he would notice that the expenditure was steadily increasirg. 
He ventured to support the Chairman in his praise of the “ New Departure.’ 
No system of doles and advances of money could ever prove so satisfactory as | 
an honest endeavour to place an applicant for relief in the way of earning a 
livelihood. 

Mr. Herbert A, Day agreed with the Chairman that the Labour Test. as 
at present in vogue, was utterly useless. At the same time, he suggested that the 
Committee should seriously consider whether it would not be desirable that 
where a man showed a disinclination to work, hc should enter the workhouse 
on the understanding that his wife and children are muintained outside. He 
said he was strongly in favour of an indoor workhouse test. 

Mr. E. H. D’Aviapor, referring to the Cnairman’s statement that there 
had been no disadvantage to British interests in the immigration of foreigners, 
said he would go as far as to assert that British trade had greatly gained by it. 
Since the influx of Jews into England, the boot and clothing trades had been 
removed from Germany and transferred to England, which meant thatinstead of 
the money going to the Continent it remained in this country, | 

The Rev. 8S. SINGER said that it appeared to him that the Investigation 
Department under Dr. Wolff had done most valuable work. If onthe ons 
hand it was not the business of the busines; of the Committee to sattle quas- 
tions of colonisation on a broad scale, it was their business to provide the 
Jewish public with information as to the: best places where the emigrants 
should settle. He alsu joined in the opinion that the Labour Test is one in 
which they should not engage. } 

Mr, A. E, FRANKLIN said that, if as had been suggestad, indigent Jews wera 
to be invited to enter the workhouse, why had the public been asked to sub- 
scribe enormous sums to prevent foreign emigrants from going on the rates. 

Mr. N.S. Joseru said that he was neither in favour of or against the Labour 
Test, but he was in favour of the subject being discussed dispassionately, as the 
question was one that sooner or later would have to be faced. The Lo:ation 
and Information Bureau had in a small way been instrumental in solving the 
problem. They had hada number of friends who had allowed them to use 
their workshops in which to apply the labour test, but he was sur3 the time 
would come when thos3 friends would be tired of granting the use of their 
Orkroons, and when the labour test, as it is generally known, would have to 

e applied, 

Replying to remarks from Mr. Oswatp J.Simon, Dr. Wowrr, and in 
responding to a vote of thanks proposed by Mr. B. Kiscu, and seconded by 
Mr, Lewis EMANUEL, 

Sir JuLtan GoLpsMID, Bart., M.P., said that he did not believe that in com- 

arison with other nations, the Russian Jews were unsanitary in their habits. 
ut it should be remembered that the method of persecution in Russia created a 
condition of life which caused the people to be slothful and unable to uader- 
take arduous work. But they hoped gradually to change the condition of 
things by means of the Evening Classes, where moral lessons were impressed and 


the English language taught. 


JEWI3H SCHOOLS’ BOOT FUND.

The Jewish Schools’ Boot Fund which was founded in a small and 
unostentatious way by Mrs. Morris Hart several years ago, is steadily increasing. 
The distribution of boots in the various Jewish Schools for this winter has 
just com nenced, and whereas the society's first dole was about 30 pairs only, 
they are now able so give out something like 2,500 pairs, a number sufficient to 
benefit very many poor little Jewish children who, otherwise would be makin 
their way to and fro in ragged boots, or else confined to the house for want o 
a pair. The distribution of 1,500 boots was gratefully acknowledged by various 
schools in last week’s Jewish Chronicle, and the remainder will be given out now, 
a few pairs being reserved in case of any special calls being made on the 
society. Meanwhile, it is satisfactory to report that year bY year the fund 
grows larger, and as a consequence, more boots are supplied. ‘The ladies of the 
Committee issue circulars and send out letters to their friends soliciting subscrip- 
tions and donations, and by this means the society hopes to become still richer 


- and to widen its sphere of action.

THE UNEMPLOYED AND ALIEN IMMIGRATION.

The following Warning issued by the Russo-Jewish Committee has been 
inserted in the continental Jewish papers :— 


“GREAT MISERY OF RUSSIAN JEWS IN LONDON, 


“Owing to the bad state of trade, and overcrowding, great misery is being felt 
amongst the Jews of the ( 
The money collected for persecuted Russian Jews is gradually becoming ex- 
hausted, and no more can be collected, as all other English Jewish charities are 
greatly in want of funds, The English Jews have done their utmost for their 
foreign coreligionists, but at present,and for the next two years, 16 would be 
absolute madness for any Russian Jew to try and settle in London. Thousands 
already here can find no work, and are destitute,and many are daily returning 
to Russia from London in a far worse condition than when they arrived, and 
the same is reported from all the large towns of England. The English 
from the above causes, are becoming powerless to assist them.” 


In the Blue Book just issued by the Labour Department of the Board of 
Trade on Agencies and Methods for Dealing with the Unemployed, mention 
is made of the considerable amount of work done by the Jewish Board of 
Guardians in the direction of apprenticing children. Handsome recognition is 
also given to the admirable work of the Labour Registry, the first in England, 
founded at Egham in 1835, by Mr, Nathaniel L. Cohen, in conjunction with 
three other gentlemen. 


The following correspondence has pissed between Mv, Charles Williams’ 


the Secretary of the Central Unemployed Organisation Committee, and the Rev 
Dr, Adler, the Chief Rabbi :— : 


Central Unemployed Organisation Committee, 
77, Bevenden Street, Hoxton, N., Nov. 7th, 1893. 

“Sir—The Central Unemployed Organisation Committee have, in the 
interests of our coreligionists, to call your earnest attention to the appalling 
number of Jewish aliens continually landed upon our shores from some of the 
most miserable and poverty stricken towns and villages of Russia, who help to 
swell the already terribly over-stocked Jewish labour market. One has but to 
scan the miserable objects seen dying from hunger around the Jewish Board of 
Guardians’ offices to become convinced that to swell this market by further 
immigration of pauperised subjects of Continental countries is but to increase 
the awful dangers now threatening the large army of the Jewish unemployed. 

“ Glowing pictures are circulated in Poland and other parts of Russia of the 
wages and general comforts that can be enjoyed in England, a country which is 
described as a land almost flowing with milk and honey. ‘These pamphlets are 
sent out broadcast by immigration agents, who are assisted in this nefarious 
tratlic, lam sorry to say, by large English steamship companies. One of the 
largest companies connected with this traffic is located at Hull, whese the pauper 
aliens can be seen, the husband, the wife, and children, one mass of rags, dragging 
after them a few utensils, and led by the company’s immigration agents to a 
largeshed, provided especially for them by the North-Eastern Railway Company, 
in the Anlaby Road, Hull, from whence they are draft2d to the great centres to 
become the prey of the Jewish sweater. In London large numbers are received 
week by week, and the majority come here to stay, which fact can be realised by 
a visit to the Jewish shelter in Leman Street, Whitechapel, the happy hunting 
ground of the Jewish sweater. ves | 

Now, Sir, we ask you in the name of common huminity to use your great 
influence, not alone in London, but with your coreligionists abroad, to warn 
these unfortunate people from parting with their homes to come to a life of 
slavery and live under conditions at least as bad as those prevailing in Russia, | 

“We also appeal to you, as head of the Jewish faith, to bring pressure 
to bear upon the Government to induce them to plac2 restrictions upon this 
nefarious traffic.

PROPOSED PORTUGUESE SYNAGOGUE IN 
MAIDA HILL. 


A preliminary meeting was held on Sunday, at 5, St. John’s Wood 
at the instance of Mr. M, A. N. Lindo, to consider his 
establishment of a Portuguese Synagogue in Maida Hill, About fifty ladies 
and gentlemen were present. 

Ir. F, B. Hatrorp, a member of the Board of Elders of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Congregation, was voted to the chair, Having referred to the groat 
interest shown by Mr, M. A. N. Lindo in the matter, Mr. Halford explaine the 
object of the meeting, and said that the reason for the establishment of 4 
synagogue in Maida Hill practically lay in the rejection by the Yehidim of the 
Elders’ scheme for dealing with the city property, which peecnge for the erec- 
tion of a synagogue in a locality nearer to the abodes o many members than 
the synagogue in Bryanston Street. The result of the rejection was a white 
elephant at Bevis Marks, and if the scheme before the meeting were carried out 
he feared they would have another white elephant at Bryanston Street. Mr 
Halford then read the scheme, of which the following is an abstract :— 

It is proposed that a temporary building be erected on a suitable spot, and 
it is expected that in a few years the need for such accommodation would be 
clearly proved beyond cavil, when it would become possible to erect a permanent 
building. A temporary structure, completely fitted and with sufficient accom. 
modation for 390 persons, would cost between £690 and £700. It is proposed to 
use the building for Hebrew and Religion Classes, the Rev. Dr, Gaster hhving 


expressed a wish to this effect. A plot of ground, which is offered on advan- 


tageous terms, is available in Lauderdale Road, and would suffice for the needs 
of the permanent synagogue it is contemplated to erect in succession to the iron 
building. It has been estimated that the proposed synagogue would prove 
convenient to some 50 or 69 ladies and gentlemen who are Yehidoth and Yehidim 
of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation, and that these represent between 
150 and 200 individuals, The districts interested are Maida Vale, Kilburn 
Brondesbury, Hampstead and St. John’s Wood; and it is thought that the 
establishment of the ‘synagogue would attract worshippers from other parts, 
and that possibly it might encourage some families to remove from the North 
of London to the North-Western district. It 1s proposed to request the 
Mahamad that the Rev. Mr, Conquy, the Assistant Reader at Bavis Marks, 
should be permitted to conduct Divine service on Sabbaths and Holidays, The 
ordinary duties of a Beadle during service would be carried out by a few 
gentlemen volunteering to act as Stewards, A fixed charge would be made for 
seat rental, the maximum to be £2 2:3, for gentlemen and £1 1s. for ladies, with 
power to the Committee of Management to mike special rates for large 
families. These moderate charges have been fixed upon in order that seat- 
holders may have no reason to reduce in any way their present contributions to 
the parent Congregation. A condition is imposed that 100 seats should be 
rented before the scheme be carried into effect, and that failing such support 
the movement be abandoned, ‘The annual receipts from such minimum number 
are estimated sufficient to meet the necessary expenditure. | 
Mr, M. A, N. Linpo said he hoped that the principle of the scheme would 
be adopted, su that the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation should no longer 
be taunted with being apathetic. He moved: “That in the opinion of this 
meeting, it is desirable to take steps to establish a synagogue in the Maida Hill 
district, in conjunction with the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, which shall 
follow the Minhag of the Sephardim,”’ | : 
_ Mr. C, A. Mocarra, in seconding the motion, said there was no doubt that 
nine-tenths of the members of the Congregation residing in the Western and 
North-Western Districts lived in Maida Hill. Bryanston Street suited the few 


who lived in Bayswater, but Lauderdale Road was practically the same distance, 


As to those who lived further South they were so few in number, and were :0 
seldom seen in synagogue, that they must be disregarded. It was desired that 
the new movement should be carried on a3 amicably as possible’; be therefo'e 
thought that two members of the Mihamad (Mr, A. D. de Pass and M-:. E. L, 
Mocatta) had shown great taste in coming to the meeting, 

The motion was agreed to without discussion, 

Mr. LINpo next moved : “ That a Committee be appointed to examine t'ie 
scheme. and as approved by them to take the nezessary steps for carrying it into 
effect.” 

Mr, JosHua M, Levy seconded the motion, and complimented Mr, Lindo on 
the great energy he had shown in giving practical shapa to a desire about which 
many people had talked for at least ten years without producing the least effect. 


.Mr. Levy gave the meeting statistics showing how large was the number of 


members of the Congregation living within a one-mile circle from Clifton Road, 
Maida Hill, and, from replies received to a circular, how eager they were for a 


synagogue in their locality. 


After some remarks from Mr, J, Pinro, the motion was agreed to. 

The following gentlemen, on the motion of Mr. C. G, Linpo, seconded by 
Mr. J. L. YULY, were appointed to act as a Committee: Messrs. Abraham 
Abrahams, David Benoliel, Perey M. Castello, Michael Garcia, F, B. Halford, 
A. Lindo Henry, Cecil G, Lindo, M, A, N. Lindo, C. A, Moocatta, A. H. Pinto, 
and Bb. Pinto. | 

On the motion of Mr. M. A. N. Linpo, seconded by Mr. A, L. Henry, it 
was resolved that a copy of the foregoing resolutions, together with the scheme 
when approved by the Committee, be forwarded to the gentlemen of tie 
Mahamad, requesting permission, in accordance with the Ascamoth, for the 
establishment of the Maida Hill Synagogue. | 

r, A. D, DE Pass, in seconding a vote of thanks to the Chairmin, moved 
by Mr, A. ApranaMs, said that in being present he had but done a duty which 
every well-wisher of the Congregation would desire to perform. 

Votes of thanks were also pissed to Mr, M. A. N. Lindo for convening the 
meeting and preparing the scheme, and to Mr. Isidore 8S. Donn for having 
granted the use of his studio. . 


Upwards of forty of those present pledged themselves to take seats in the 


proposed synagogue, and Mr. L., E. White offered a donation of £2 23.a year for 


five years,

received, and that the Committee will hold their first meeting on Sunday next.

THE EDUCATIONAL DISABILITIES OF THE 
ROUMANIAN JEWS. 


OUR CORRESPONDENT, |} 

Bucwarest, Gru Noy., 1893, 

It is as clear as day that the present Conservative Government is firm in its 
intention to reduce the Roumanian Jews to crass ignorance. I need not repeat 
the provisions of the new Education Law, which teil so hardly on our children, 
I have impressed them sufficiently upon your readers. But [ cannot forbear 
reporting a fresh act of cruelty on the part-of the Government. It has put into 
force an old school regulation, long fallen into desuetude, according to which 
pupils may only be admitted into schools situated in the districts wherein they 
reside. The result: is that the children of Jewish parents .in easy circumstances, 
who are able to pay the special school tax for Jews, being unable to find places in 
schools in the centre of the city where they are domiciled, are refused admission 
into the schools of the faubourgs, although there is plenty of room, and the 
parents are willing to pay the tax. The Jews cannot utter a word of protest, for 
dura lex sed lex. 

At the primary schools in the faubourgs, which are very numerous, there is 
ample accommodation for the admission of Jewish pupils ia the proportion of one 
to tive of the totality of scholars ; but the Jewish inhabitants are poor, and have not 
sufficient means of their own to pay the tax. So these are also excluded. This 
is how the Conservative Government of the kingdom of Roumania finds pretexts 
for depriving Jewish children, rich and poor, of the benefits of instruction. 

Nevertheless, thanks to the sacrifices made by Jews who are far from rich, 
we have been enabled to place more than two hundred poor Jewish children in the 
Public Klementary Schools of Bucharest. Unfortunately there remain upwards 
of 700 equally poor, whom we could not help, and who are are idling about the 
streets in epite of their intelligence and their desire to be educated. | 

I am glad to have to mention one pleasing incident. About thirty Jewish 
youths who had passed a brilliant examination in one or two suburban Public 
Elementary Schools, and were subjected by the Minister of Education to the pay- 
ment of the school tax, which their parents cannot afford, have been kept at the 
schools by the Head .Masters, who themselves have paid the tax. On being 
questioned as to their motives, these noble-minded Masters, replied: ‘ We are 
paying the taxes for the poor Jewish pupils out of our pockets, because they are 
our best scholars. These Jewish youngsters do honour to our schools by their 
surprising intelligence and constant activity.” 

I must point out that the Minister of Public Instruction has commit‘ed a 
gross abuse of power by ordering Jewish pupils, inscribed during years antertor 
to the passing of the Education Dillin the present year, to pay the school tax, for 
he has therefore given the new law retrospective force. He has also broken his 

word of honour, for he distinctly promised one of our influential coreligionists 
that only pupils entered in 1893 would be liable to the new tax. 

~ The Jewish communities in Bucharest have made enormous sacrifices to rescue 
as many children as possible from the misfortune of ignorance. They have 
enlarged their schools, increased the number of pupils, and contributed to the 
payment of the State tax; but despite their efforts they cannot struggle with 
sufficient success against the malevolence of the Government, which takes no 
pains to conceal its hatred towards us and its intention to persecute us to the 
death. | 

In its evident desire to plunge our children in ignorance, the Government, 
after eliminating hundreds of Jewish children from the State Schools, is now per- 
secuting all the Jewish Schools, founded and maintained at a heavy expense by 
Jewish communities, as well as the private Jewish Schools. At Bucharest, the 
Sephardim Schools only have been authorised by the Minister of Education, 
and this concession has solely been obtained through the untiring efforts and the 
influence of our coreligionist, M. Moscu Ascher.’ The Schools of the Ashkenazim 
have not yet received Government authorisation, nor will they get it soon. God 
grant that they may obtain such sanction, but I doubt it, for I well know the ill- 
will of the Government towards the Jews generally. As to the private Jewish 
Schools, day and boarding, such as the Ludwig, Blatt and Imber Schools, which 
have beenin existence for some thirty years, I can positively state that they will 
not be authorised, excellent though they be. | 

If we had sufficient funds, we could place many hundreds of children in 
the Public Schools. Seeing that our foreign brethren have given us nothing to 
hope for in the shape of substantial aid, the Ashkenazi community projected a 
lottery, which would yield 300,000 francs. The Government were accordingly 
asked to sanction such a lottery, but the necessary authorisation has been refused, 
as I gather from a notice in the 7vmpul of yesterday, 

All that I have written in the foregoing lines concerns Bucharest exclusively. 
' In provincial towns matters are still worse. It is calculated that from 8,000 to 
10,000 Jewish children will be without schooling at the end of this year. Am I 
not right in saying that the Government of the day is firmly decided to reduce

Jewish children to the crassest ignorance? Will our wealthy coreligionists . 


abroad permit them to do this? Iam glad to state that M. Moscu Ascher has 
- obtained from the Government a promise that a respite will be given until the 
end of December to those Jewish pupils of Public Schools who are unable to pay 
the school tax by the 30th of this month. Thus, there is still time for charitable 
coreligionists in England to contribute towards the retention of these children. 
We were much touched by the donation of £1 5s., announced in the Jewish 
Chronicle. Tmmediately on this fact becoming known, a promising lad was sent 
to one of the Government schools.

SUNDAY. 

The elections for the Prussian Diet aro over, and the Liberal Party has 
unfortunately sustained severe losses, whilst the Conservatives have gained 

several seats, The late Court Chaplain Sticker has been re-elected, but not by 

his former constituents in Bielefeld who rejected him, but by a very small 

majority in Minden. It is a source of great satisfaction that besides Sticker, 
not one of the real anti-Semites have been elected in the Diet, in spite of all 

their great exertions. Ahlwardt was unsuecessful in gaining a majority of votes 

in Friedeberg. Ahlwardtand his friend, Dr. Firster, shared the same fate in 

Neustettin. | 

In Hesse-Cassel, the hot-bed of anti-Semitism, none of the anti-Semites 
were elected, not even Bickel or Liebermann von Sonnenberg, although in this 
province five of them had secured seats in the Reichstag. Pleased as we 
Jews are with these results, our gratification is still not quite unalloyed, owing 
to the increase of the Conservatives, who are more or less anti-Samites in 
disguise. Much cannot be expected from the new Diet, and doubtless many 
unpleasant debates will arise on Jewish matters, 

Ahlwardt's pamphlets, Judenflinten,” have been confiscated by the Police, 
and 50,000 copies were burnt last Thursday. 

Dr. Hirsch Hildesheimer, Editor of the Jidische Presse, appeared as defen- 
dant in asuit for libel brought by Paul Friedmann, who will be remembered through 
his plan for settling the exiled Russian Jews in Midian. Dr. Hildesbeimer stated 
that the undertaking of the plaintiff to lead the Russian Jews to a desert, where 
even the inhabitants lead a miserable life, must be regarded as odd, and was 
looked upon by “everyone having any knowledge of the subject, as disastrous.

After hearing Counsel and otherwise dealing 
with the case for some hours, the Court adjourned for the production of witnesses 
who could testify from personal experience in the ill-fated colony. |
